Introduction  to  Precollege 
Programs 

Each  freshman  applicant  accepting  admission  to  the 
University  of  Illinois  at  Urbana-Champaign  for  fall 
1980  is  expected  to  participate  in  the  precollege  pro- 
grams. The  precollege  programs  are  separated  into  two 
parts :  1 )  testing  during  the  spring,  and  ( 2 )  orienta- 
tion, academic  advising,  and  advance  enrollment  for 
the  1980  fall  term  during  the  summer.  Students  ad- 
mitted for  the  summer  term  and  continuing  in  the  fall 
should  participate  in  spring  testing  and  preenrollment 
for  fall  as  listed.  Please  be  aware  that  there  is  no  ad- 
vance enrollment  for  the  summer  term;  information  on 
summer  school  registration  will  be  mailed  in  early  May. 

//  you  wish  to  accept  your  offer  of  admission,  read  this 
brochure  carefully  and  return  the  enclosed  Admission 
Acceptance /Precollege  Program  Request  Form.  Indicate 
on  the  form  your  acceptance  of  the  offer  of  admission 
and  complete  the  appropriate  sections  to  request  partici- 
pation in  some  or  all  of  the  precollege  programs.  By 
return  mail  you  will  receive  admission  tickets  for  spring 
testing,  your  appointment  for  advance  enrollment  in 
the  summer,  and  information  about  the  times  and  loca- 
tions of  other  appointments  which  you  have  requested. 
Failure  to  return  the  Admission  Acceptance/Precollege 
Program  Request  Form  may  result  in  the  cancellation 
of  your  offer  of  admission. 

Participants  in  the  spring  testing  and  advance  enroll- 
ment in  the  summer  receive  special  assistance  and  first 
priority  in  the  scheduling  of  fall  classes.  Freshman  stu- 
dents who  fail  to  complete  all  required  spring  testing 
will  be  assessed  a  $25.00  late  fee  in  order  to  accomplish 
these  tasks  during  New  Student  Week  if  they  are  an 
Illinois  resident  and  their  permit  to  enter  is  dated  prior 
to  May  1,  1980.  Students  who  wait  until  New  Student 
Week  should  realize  that  they  will  have  the  lowest  pri- 
ority for  enrollment  in  fall  classes. 


Testing  Information 

To  participate  in  the  Summer  Orientation/ Advance  En- 
rollment program,  you  must  complete  the  required  test- 
ing  during  the  spring  testing  program.  If  you  fail  to 
complete  the  placement  tests  required  by  your  college 
and  curriculum  during  the  spring  testing  program,  a 
$25.00  late  fee  will  be  assessed  for  taking  them  during 
the  fall  New  Student  Week. 

Required  Testing 

(1)  School-College  Ability  Test  (SCAT) 

Beginning  freshmen  are  required  to  take  the  School- 
College  Ability  Test.  The  SCAT  is  designed  to  measure 
general  ability  in  both  verbal  and  mathematical  areas. 
If  no  placement  examinations  are  required  for  a  stu- 
dent's curriculum,  or  if  the  student  wishes  to  take  all 
three  College-Level  Examination  Program  (CLEP) 
tests  on  the  spring  Saturday  testing  date,  the  SCAT  can 
be  deferred  until  New  Student  Week  without  the  assess- 
ment of  the  late  testing  fee. 

(2)  Placement  Examinations  for  Required 
and  Elective  Courses 

All  incoming  freshmen  are  required  to  take  University 
placement  tests  in  mathematics  (algebra  or  trigonome- 
try), chemistry,  and  foreign  language  (French,  German, 
Modern  Hebrew,  Spanish,  Russian,  or  Latin)  if  they 
meet  all  three  following  conditions:  (1)  they  have  had 
the  subject  in  high  school,  (2)  they  have  not  received 
college  credit  in  the  subject,  and  (3)  they  intend  to 
pursue  this  subject,  either  as  a  required  or  elective 
course  at  the  University.  If  in  doubt  as  to  whether  or 
not  a  subject  will  be  pursued  at  the  University,  a  stu- 
dent should  take  a  placement  test  in  that  subject.  Place- 
ment test  scores  are  used  for  initial  placement.  They 
are  not  recorded  on  the  student's  official  academic 
record. 

Placement  tests  are  designed  to  help  determine  which 
course  a  student  is  best  prepared  to  begin  in  a  particular 
subject  area.  Several  introductory-level  courses  are  gen- 
erally available  to  students  in  each  subject  area.  It  is  to 
your  advantage  to  enroll  in  a  course  which  is  neither  too 
difficult  nor  too  easy  relative  to  your  high  school  prepa- 
ration. If  you  have  not  studied  a  particular  subject 
recently,  you  are  advised  to  review  that  material  before 
taking  the  placement  test  in  that  subject.  Without  such 
a  review,  you  may  be  placed  into  a  lower-level  course 
which  will  repeat  your  high  school  work.  In  some  cases 
you  will  not  be  given  degree  credit  for  repeating  high 
school  work. 

If  your  curriculum  is  not  listed  in  the   "Index  to 


Required  Testing,"  there  are  no  required  placement 
tests  for  your  academic  program  and  you  should  request 
a  summer  advising  appointment.  Students  admitted  to 
the  College  of  Liberal  Arts  and  Sciences  in  prelaw,  pre- 
journalism,  premedicine,  or  sciences  and  letters  are  re- 
quired to  take  the  placement  examinations  listed  for 
their  field  of  concentration  (i.e.,  a  student  admitted  to 
the  premedicine  curriculum  with  biology  as  the  field  of 
concentration  would  complete  the  placement  tests  re- 
quired for  biology  majors). 

The  foreign  language  examinations  are  the  only 
University  of  Illinois  placement  examinations  for  which 
proficiency  credit  may  be  granted.  If  a  student  places 
beyond  the  foreign  language  course  "expected"  in  terms 
of  his  or  her  high  school  credit,  the  student  receives 
proficiency  credit  for  the  courses  "skipped."  For 
example,  a  student  who  has  two  years  of  high  school 
French  would  be  "expected"  to  place  into  French  103.  If 
the  student's  score  on  the  foreign  language  examination 
places  him  or  her  in  French  104,  the  student  receives  4 
semester  hours  of  proficiency  credit  for  French  103.  A 
student  who  has  completed  the  fourth-year  level  of  a 
foreign  language  in  high  school  need  not  take  a  place- 
ment test  in  that  language  unless  he  or  she  plans  to  con- 
tinue the  study  of  that  language  in  college.

Optional  Testing  for  Proficiency  Credit 

The  following  paragraphs  provide  a  brief  discussion  of 
the  proficiency  examinations  offered  by  the  University 


of  Illinois  at  Urbana-Champaign.  More  complete  in- 
formation on  proficiency  examinations  is  given  in  the 
brochure  Placement  and  Proficiency  Examinations  1978- 
80  which  is  available  at  the  student's  college  office. 

(1)   College-Level  Examination  Program  (CLEP) 

The  University  of  Illinois  at  Urbana-Champaign  offers 
three  CLEP  General  Examinations  as  part  of  the  pre- 
college  testing  program.  Successful  performance  on  these 
general  examinations  is  a  way  for  students  to  satisfy 
part  of  the  general  education  graduation  requirements 
of  their  college.  Tests  are  available  only  in  CLEP  Social 
Sciences  and  History,  CLEP  Humanities,  and  CLEP 
Natural  Sciences  (covering  both  biological  and  physical 
sciences).  All  three  CLEP  examinations  are  adminis- 
tered on  each  of  the  five  spring  testing  dates.  There  is  a 
nonrefundable  charge  of  $7.00  for  each  CLEP  exam- 
ination. 

The  following  brief  descriptions  are  given  to  help 
you  decide  if  you  wish  to  take  any  of  the  three  examina- 
tions. The  humanities  examination  allows  you  to  dem- 
onstrate what  you  have  learned  about  literature,  art, 
music,  and  philosophy;  approximately  one-half  the  ques- 
tions deal  with  literature  and  one-third  with  art.  The 
social  sciences  examination  measures  your  knowledge  of 
the  basic  subject  matter  in  history  (United  States,  Euro- 
pean since  the  Renaissance,  and  contemporary  non- 
Western  and  world ) ,  government,  economics,  geography, 
anthropology,  sociology,  and  social  psychology;  about 
two-thirds  of  the  questions  deal  with  the  social  sciences 
and  one-third  with  history.  The  natural  sciences  exami- 
nation covers  two  major  areas:  about  one-half  the  ques- 
tions deal  with  biology  and  related  sciences  and  one-half 
with  the  physical  sciences  (physics,  chemistry,  astron- 
omy, geology,  and  meteorology). 

Incoming  students  who  already  have  taken  CLEP 
General  Examinations  may  have  their  official  score 
transcripts  sent  to  Measurement  and  Research  Division, 
University  of  Illinois  at  Urbana-Champaign,  307  Engi- 
neering Hall,  Urbana,  Illinois  61801.  In  addition  to 
standard  scores  for  CLEP  Humanities  and  CLEP  Social 
Sciences  and  History,  subscores  are  needed  for  the 
CLEP  Natural  Sciences. 

The  policy  for  the  acceptance  of  CLEP  credit  is  de- 
pendent upon  the  student's  college  of  enrollment; 
typically,  3  or  6  hours  credit,  depending  upon  the 
student's  score,  will  be  granted  upon  successful  comple- 
tion of  any  one  of  the  three  tests.  Some  colleges  may 
waive  the  general  education  requirement  if  credit  is 
earned.  To  determine  your  college's  policy  on  CLEP 
credit,  refer  to  the  following  chart.

(2)  Departmental  Proficiency  Examinations 

Departmental  proficiency  examinations  are  offered  in 
most  University  courses  normally  open  to  freshmen  and 
sophomores  and  in  some  higher-level  courses.  The  pro- 
ficiency examinations  are  usually  given  without  charge. 
Generally,  these  exams  should  be  arranged  individually 
through  the  department  involved.  The  major  exceptions 
are  the  biology,  mathematics,  and  chemistry  depart- 
mental proficiency  examinations  which  are  scheduled 
during  New  Student  Week  (or  soon  after)  for  large 
group  administrations. 


(3)  Advanced  Placement  Program  (AP) 

Many  high  schools  participate  in  the  College  Bo 
Advanced  Placement  Program  by  offering  college-level 
courses  in  certain  subject  matter  areas.  A  national 
examination  is  administered  in  May  for  participating 
students  and  the  tests  are  scored  by  Educational  Testing 
Service  (ETS).  Official  reports  of  scores  earned  on 
these  examinations  should  be  sent  by  ETS  to  the 
Coordinator  of  Placement  and  Proficiency  Testing  at 
the  University  of  Illinois  for  evaluation.  A  detailed 
description  of  the  examinations  for  which  credit  may 
be  awarded  can  be  found  in  the  1979-81  Undergraduate 
Programs  catalog,  which  is  available  in  most  Illinois 
high  school  counseling  offices. 

Duplication  of  Credit 

The  intent  of  all  of  these  examinations  is  to  provide 
a  mechanism  through  which  students  can  demonstrate 
knowledge  and  skills  acquired  outside  the  university 
classroom,  and  thus  receive  credit  or  advanced  place- 
ment for  university-level  work  done  in  an  accelerated 
high  school  program  or  in  a  program  of  independent 
study.  These  examinations  cannot  be  used  to  obtain 
additional  credit  for  work  that  has  already  been  recog- 
nized by  the  award  of  university  credit,  either  at  the 
University  of  Illinois  or  elsewhere.  The  following  general 
rules  have  been  implemented  to  insure  that  credit  is  not 
awarded  more  than  once  for  the  same  work: 

Proficiency  credit  will  not  be  awarded  in  any  course 
if:  (a)  the  student  has  already  taken  and  received  or 
subsequently  takes  and  receives  credit  for  an  equivalent 
course  at  any  college  or  university;  (b)  the  student  has 
already  received  credit  for  the  course,  or  an  equivalent 
course,  through  some  other  examination  program;  (c) 
the  student  has  received  high  school  credit  for  the 
knowledge  or  skills  measured  in  the  examination  (applies 
to  foreign  language  testing). 

The  student  who  is  uncertain  about  how  the  rules 
mentioned  here  apply  in  a  particular  case  should  con- 
sult his  or  her  college  office. 


Spring  Testing  Program 

After  a  careful  review  of  the  preceding  section  on  test- 
ing, you  should  be  able  to  determine  the  testing  activities 
in  which  you  should  participate.  Select  two  alternative 
dates  from  the  five  testing  Saturdays  listed  below  and 
enter  these  dates  on  the  Precollege  Program  Request 
Form  (Item  1-A).  If  you  plan  to  participate  in  Uni- 
versity of  Illinois  at  Urbana-Champaign  fraternity  rush 
'April  25-27),  you  should  not  select  the  April  26  test 


date  in  Urbana.  You  should  be  aware  that  the  campus 
Mother's  Day  weekend,  April  18  through  20,  may  pre- 
sent problems  in  securing  overnight  accommodations 
for  testing  scheduled  on  that  weekend.  You  may  also 
wish  to  check  your  local  high  school  athletic  events  cal- 
endar before  selecting  test  dates.  Requests  for  changes 
in  test  dates  will  not  be  made  for  those  who  received 
one  of  their  two  originally  requested  dates.  Each  testing 
date  has  a  limited  number  of  available  spaces  which 
are  granted  on  a  first  come,  first  served  basis.  The 
Chicago  dates  normally  fill  early. 

If  you  wish  to  take  CLEP  exams,  check  the  specific 
examinations  (Item  1-A)  on  the  Precollege  Program 
Request  Form  and  enclose  a  nonrefundable  check  or 
money  order  for  $7.00  per  examination  with  your 
request.

Counseling  and  Test  Results 

Soon  after  you  complete  your  required  testing,  you  will 
receive  a  letter  explaining  optional  ways  you  may  ob- 
tain your  test  results  and  an  explanation  of  these  results. 
One  option  is  the  Self-Counseling  Manual,  an  individ- 
ualized and  carefully  researched  manual.  The  pro- 
cedures and  cost  for  obtaining  the  manual  will  be  ex- 
plained in  the  letter. 

Students  also  have  the  option  of  meeting  individually 
with  a  trained  professional  counselor  at  the  Psychologi- 
cal and  Counseling  Center  to  discuss  testing  results, 
career  choice,  reading  and  study  methods,  personal 
problems,  or  general  adjustment  to  the  University. 
There  is  no  charge  for  this  service. 

Please  read  carefully  this  letter  sent  after  testing  if 
you  wish  to  receive  your  tests  results  and/or  counseling 
assistance. 


Summer  Orientation/ 
Advance  Enrollment 

Only  those  students  who  have  completed  required  test- 
ing, or  are  not  required  to  take  any  examinations  other 
than  the  School-College  Ability  Test,  may  participate 
in  the  Summer  Orientation /Advance  Enrollment  pro- 
gram.  Students  will  meet  with  college  representatives 
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and  academic  advisers  and  select  classes  for  the  fall 
semester.  The  program  will  introduce  students  to  the 
academic  and  social  climate  of  the  University  and  the 
resources  available  to  them  as  UIUC  students. 

The  Summer  Orientation/Advance  Enrollment  pro- 
gram is  an  all  day  program.  Tours  of  the  campus, 
meetings  with  various  department  representatives,  and 
many  other  activities  will  be  conducted  throughout  the 
day.  You  will  receive  a  detailed  schedule  of  events  in 
the  spring. 

Orientation/College  Meetings 

The  first  required  meeting  for  all  students,  attending 
Summer  Orientation/Advance  Enrollment  will  begin  at 
10:00  a.m.  This  meeting  is  a  general  information  and 
orientation  meeting.  At  11:00  a.m.,  students  will  meet 
with  representatives  from  the  colleges  they  are  entering. 
(Exception:  The  Institute  of  Aviation  meets  with  its 
students  at  1 :  00  p.m.  at  Willard  Airport. )  The  college 
representatives  will  provide  information  concerning  Uni- 
versity, college,  and  departmental  degree  requirements 
and  prepare  students  for  their  academic  advising  ap- 
pointments. Attendance  is  required. 

Academic  Advising 

All  students  have  afternoon  appointments  with  aca- 
demic advisers  between  1:00  and  5:00  p.m.  You  will 
be  notified  of  the  exact  appointment  time  when  you 
receive  notification  of  the  date  that  you  will  be  attend- 
ing Summer  Orientation/Advance  Enrollment.  The  ad- 
viser will  have  a  summary  of  the  student's  test  scores  and 
high  school  transcript  and  will  be  familiar  with  the  re- 
quirements for  a  degree  in  the  student's  chosen  program 
of  study.  The  adviser  will  assist  the  student  in  selecting 
courses  for  the  fall  semester.  The  student  will  be  mailed 
his  or  her  official  approved  schedule  in  mid-August 
before  the  school  term  begins. 

Requesting  Participation 

To  request  participation  in  this  summer  program 
consult  the  chart  on  pages  13  and  14,  select  a  date  when 
your  college  is  conducting  activities,  and  complete  Item 
1-B  on  the  Precollege  Program  Request  Form. 

Many  new  students  participate  in  Summer  Orienta- 
tion/Advance Enrollment,  and  it  is  therefore  necessary 
to  limit  the  number  of  participants  for  each  day.  For 
this  reason,  you  should  select  and  indicate  two  alternate 
advising  dates  from  different  weeks  and  different  days  of 
the  week.

Educational  Opportunities  Program 
(E.O.P.)  Orientation 

All  new  freshmen  who  have  been  admitted  to  the  Uni- 
versity under  the  auspices  of  the  E.O.P.  are  required  to 
participate  in:  (1)  the  spring  testing  program,  (2)  the 
E.O.P.  orientation  day,  and  (3)  the  Summer  Orienta- 
tion/Advance Enrollment  program.  Participation  in  the 
E.O.P.  orientation  day  and  Summer  Orientation/Ad- 
vance Enrollment  program  is  contingent  upon  comple- 
tion of  spring  testing.  The  E.O.P.  orientation  day  and 
Summer  Orientation/Advance  Enrollment  program  will 
be  scheduled  for  two  consecutive  days  on  the  Urbana- 
Champaign  campus. 

All  E.O.P.  students  must  complete  Items   1-A  and 
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1-B  on  the  Precollege  Program  Request  Form.  It  is 
recommended  that  all  students  admitted  to  the  E.O.P. 
program  take  the  mathematics  placement  test  even  if 
not  required  by  the  college  and  curriculum  to  which 
the  student  has  been  admitted.  Since  the  E.O.P.  ori- 
entation day  precedes  Summer  Orientation/Advance 
Enrollment,  students  must  select  a  Tuesday  through 
Friday  date.  When  the  scheduling  office  receives  the 
completed  request  form,  you  will  be  sent  specific  infor- 
mation regarding  your  appointments  for  testing,  ad- 
vance enrollment,  and  orientation.  Questions  concerning 
the  E.O.P.  orientation  program  should  be  directed  to  the 
Educational  Opportunities  Program,  University  of  Illi- 
nois at  Urbana-Champaign,  130  Student  Services  Build- 
ing, Urbana,  Illinois  61801,  telephone  (217)  333-0054.

Choral  Audition 

All  students  interested  in  organized  singing  at  the  Uni- 
versity may  audition  for  placement  in  one  of  the  choral 
groups  during  the  afternoon  they  are  on  campus  for 
academic  advising.  No  choral  auditions  are  scheduled 
on  Saturdays;  students  interested  in  auditioning  should 
therefore  select  a  non-Saturday  Summer  Orientation/ 
Advance  Enrollment  date.  Those  wishing  to  advance 
audition  must  so  indicate  on  Item  4  of  the  Precollege 
Program  Request  Form.  Auditioning  students  will  be 
asked  to  sing  a  simple  melody  and  to  take  brief  tests  to 
determine  basic  tonal  and  rhythmic  ability.

The  School  of  Music  maintains  four  orchestras:  The

chestra. Membership  in  all  groups  is  open  to  students 
from  any  college  of  the  University  by  audition.  Audi- 
tions for  the  orchestras  are  held  during  registration  week 
and  the  first  week  of  classes  in  the  fall  semester.  Stu- 
dents who  play  an  orchestral  instrument  are  encouraged 
to  complete  Section  5  of  the  Precollege  Program  Re- 
quest Form  so  that  detailed  information  concerning 
orchestral  audition  requirements  may  be  sent.  Students 
who  qualify  for  orchestra  may  add  the  course  within 
the  first  two  weeks  of  classes  in  the  fall.  For  additional
